as soon ag her accounts shall have beon 
adjusted and paid.” Under these circum: 
stances the Company authorised the Com- 
missioner of Customs at Canton to wire 
Peking that they were willing to hold them- 
selves responsible for any fine not exceeding 
600 Tis. The result of this was that the 
Powan was freed from the interdiction aud 
will resume running to‘Canton to-morrow 
evening, The Company are making o 
careful investigation into the whole affair 
with a view of discovering whether any 
of their servants sre implicated. They 
have, we believe, gained one important 
point from the Customs people—that the 
latter will no longer employ the Company's 
“watchmen ag spies and hold out such in- 
ducepjents to them as to lead them to 
give the information to the Customs rather 
than to their own smployers, This ayatem 
raised the suspicion, rightly or wrongly, 
that the Qustoms people wore more anxious 
to yot cases thon to auppress smuggling. 
The Steamboat Company have, of course, 
evory interest in’ suppressing iDlogitimate

VILLAGE LIFE IN CHINA.

, VILLAGE TEMPLES. 

Jt is seldom safe to genorulize iu regard 
anything in China, bat if there is one 
thing in regard to which a guaernlization 
would be more safe than another, it would 
seem to be the universality of, temples in 
each and every village throughout the em- 
pire. Yot it is an undoubted fact, that 
there are, avon in China, great numbers of 
villages which have no temple atall. This 
is true of all villages which are inhabited 
exclusively by Mahommedana, who never 
take any part in the construction “of such 
edifices, a peculiarity which ia now well

Jn some regions it is customary to aet 
duwn the amount given’ ‘as much Jargor 
than it really is, by a fiction equally agree- 
able to all concerned. Thuathe donor of 
250 cach, sees liis namy paraded as the 
subscriber of 1000 cash, and so throughout. 
Whon the temple has been built, if the 
managers have been prudent, they are 
not unlikely to hase collected much more 
than they will use in the building. This 
surplus is used partly in giving a theatrical 
exhibition to which all donors are invited, 
and which is the only public way in which 
thuir virtne can be acknowledged, but 
tainly in the purchase of land, the income 
of which ehall support the temple priest. 
In this way, 0 temple once built, is in a 
manner endowed, and becomes self-sup- 
porting, Tho managers select some near 
neighbor of the temple, aud appoint him 
a sort of president of the board of trustes, 
(called a shan chu, or‘ mastor of virtue’), 
and he is the person with whom tho maui 
gers take account for the rent and use of 
the land. Sometimes a public school is 
supported from the income of the temple 
land, and sometimes it is all yambled away 
by vicious priests, who have duvices of ther 
own to get control of the property, to the 
exclusion of tho villagers, When tomples 
get out of repiir, which is constantly, 
owing to their defective construction, they 


niust be rebuilt by a process similar to” 


that by which they wore originally con- 
atracted, for in China there aro us 
traly successive crops of temples. as 
of tursips, There is no limit to the num- 
bor of temples which a single village may 
be persuaded into building. Some villages 
of three hundred families have a temple to 
every ten families, but this must bo an ox- 
ceptional ratio, It is a conmon” saying 
among thu Chineso, that iha more temples 
a village has, tho pourer it ia, and alao tho 
worse its morals. But, on the other hand, 
the writer has heard of ono village which 
haa no temples at all, but which has acquir- 
ed the nickname of ‘Ma Family Thief Vil- 
age.’ It seca reasonable to infer from the 
observed facta, that when they have fallen 
into comparativo desuctude, temples are 
almost inert, ao far os influence goos, But 
when filled with indolent and vicious 
priests, as is too often the caso, they are 
baueful to the morals of auy community, 
In the rural districts, it is comparatively. 
Tare to find priests in temples, for tho 
reason that they cannot liye from the 
scanty revenue, and a year of famine 
will starve them out of large districts. - 
Temples thet ure a little distance from a 
village are a favorite resort of thieves, ag a 
canvenivnt place to divide their booty, and 
aloo a8 a resting place for beggars. To 
pravent this misuse, it ia common to sce 
femples of this aort, with the door entirely 
bricked up, or a small opening may be left 
for the divinity to breaths through! The 
erection of a templo is but the beginning 
of an interminable series of expenses, for 
if there is a priest, ha must bo paid for 
each separate service rendered, and will 
besides demand a tax in grain of every 
villager after the wheat and. autumn hare

AN IMPEACHMENT BY MR 
FRANCIS. . 

Mr Francis, in unswer to some inept 
remarks, by our morning contemporary, 
gives a rather succinct statement of soveral 
gross defects in the constitution of the Sa 
nitary Board and in things gorernmontal 
which wo have pointed out on divora o¢ca- 
sions since the Public Ucalth Bill waa intro- 
duced. Ale says :— 

I do not think that you neod despair of 
tho Sanitary Bonrd, nor of .the success cf 
municipal institutions in the coluny, ahomld 
the colony ever bo fortunate enough to get 
them. We are all new to our work, tho 
problema we have to.deal with aro neither 
few nor simple, we are heavily handicapped 
hy the gonatitution of the Bonrd and by tho 
fact that we aro without the powera and 
authorities vested in every Sanitary Antho- 
rity in Eaglind. We aro absolutely with- 


methods of distribution. Wo spe not oven 
consulted about that most important sani- 
tary question. Wohave nothing to say, no 
jorisdiotion whatever, ovor the publicroade, 
sovers, or main drainage of the colony, 
Tho adoption of a new systom of main 
drainage has been absolutely determined on 
by H. B. the Governor on the recommeau- 
dation of the Surveyor General and of one 
of our officers, Mr Cuper, We, asa Boar, 
have never buen consulted un the subject, 
nor oven ever officially informad of the ex. 
iatence of the new system, or of its nuturo 
aud character, so that we might fit our 
rules and regulations for private drains 
into it. Tho reeont Fover Commission 
report strongly on the need for subsoil 
drainage of Government Janda in the 
Western district, on the inatility of the 
existing shafts for tho voutilation of the 
wuain sewers in the same district, and on 
the immediate need for a new and im- 

roved system of ventilating theso sawera, 
We, the Sanitary Board, ure absolutely 
powerless in these matters, We may order 
u private. jadividual to drain hin land if he 
ia going to. build on it, but if he is not, wo. 
can't. He may keep a whole Bog of Allen 


does not attempt to build, If itis Govern- 
ment ground, we can say nothing and do 
nothing. Tho Surveyor-General may build 
hig drains and sewers as he pleases, venti- 
late them or not os he thinks fit, poison p 
whole district with sewer yaa, as the neigh.
